Flying To-day 
Is Too Easy 


Half of the Accidents are the Result 
of too Ivuch Assurance 

Flying has become so safe and 
easy that in peace time everyone who 
can should take it up as a means of 
travel and recreation, according to 
General U. S. Brancker, Director of; 
Air Organization for the British 
army. 


“Flying today is so casy,” said 
General Brancker, “that most pupils 
are in danger from .over-confidence. 
Half our accidents arise from this 
cause, Training in aviation from 
the military point of view is getting 
more and more complicated, but ac- 
tual flying from the practical poirt 
of view of getting from place to place} 
las become almost as easy and safe 
as automobiling or bicycling. 


“People generally ought to learn 
the elementary principles of handling 
an airplane. The only factor against 
general private use of airplanes, ¢és- 
pecially in Great Britain, is the un- 
certainty of the weather, but with 
experience and reliable engines it is 
possible to fly in almost any weather 
short of a thick fog, a hurricane, or 
a violent thunderstorm.” 


General Brancker foresees the de- 
velopment of more and better quali- 
fied instructors, more reliable  er- 
gines, and slower and more. deliber. 
ate training, after the stress of war 
is over, “At present,” he explained, 
“there is of necessity a good deal of 
undue haste. The supply of aviators 
is forever trying to catch up with the 
demand, and the demand is forever 
increasing, both in numbers and qual- 
ity.’ sig 

Asked whether any ordinary person 
could become a really good airplare 
pilot, General Brancker said: “The 
most unexpected people make good 
pilots, and very often the most prom- 
ising ones never attain more than me_ 
diocrity in the air. Any sound man 
with sound nerves—and women too, 
for that matter—can make a good,| 
useful pilot, but it is only the excep- 
tional individual who will make the 
really brilliant fighting pilot. Even 
the physically unsound man can be 
a good pilot, like the late Lord Lucas, 
who had a wooden leg, 


“As for the best age for training 
in flying, I think they should begin 
as young as_ possible. Generally 
speaking, eighteen is rather young 
for the great strain of active service, 
and I prefer a man of twenty .or 
twenty-five for army aviation work. 
A man of thirty-five to forty who 
has lived a hard life and is a good 
horseman will probably develop into 
a good pilot quicker than the man of 
25 to 30 who has spent his life in an 
office or in doing nothing, but as a 
rule the older man will not stand the 
strain of active service as long as 
the young man. 

“The quality of horsemanship is a 
useful one in any would-be dirplainist. 
The requirements are just the’ sanic 
--good hands, a good head, steady 
nerves, and judgment, Flying is per- 
haps a little easier than riding, be- 
cause one sits in a comfortable arm- 
chair in a quiet machine.” 

No national temperament is so well 
suited to flying as the British, in Gen- 
eral Brancker’s opinion, “The Eng- 
lishman may be conservative,” he re- 
marked, “but he is certainly the fin- 
est airplane pilot in the world, The 
old. British charactefistics which 
made us masters of the sea are in- 
tensified in the air—and they will 
make us masters of the air, in spite 
of our politics and our system of govy- 
ernment and all the many obstruc- 
tions to progress, which will assured- 
ly spring up as soon as peace is de- 
clared,” 

Turning to the question of casual- 
ties in airplane training he said: “A 
good many deaths are reported in the 
papers, but when compared with the 
numbers in training and the number 
of hours in the air accomplished ev- 
ery day, the price is not great, and in 
the present stage of aviation the fact 
niust be fearlessly faced that no pro- 
«gress can be made without a certain 
cost in human life. The extraordi- 
narily few cases of breakage in the 
air speak well for British construc- 
tion and inspection. The most com- 
mon cause of accidents is engine fail- 
ure, followed by an effort to turn 
sharply into a possible landing place 
and losing speed on the turn, which 
results in a nose-dive. Even good 
and experienced pilots are prone to 
do this, and the only cure appears to 
be the avoidance of engine failures. 
This will come in peace, when we can 
devote more energy towards real re- 
liability in the engine instead of ex- 
treme lightness and exaggerated per 
formances,”

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Stormy Times: in Abyssinia Britain's Financial 


Pro-Turkish Emperor of Abyssinia 


Dethroned in Favor of Mene- 
lik’s Daughter 

‘Abyssinia has been having a stormy 
time since the death of Emperor 
Menelik. In the past few months the 
new emperor has been deposed, civil 
war has broken out and several bat- 
tles have been fought between the 
factions, in one of which 25,000 men 
were killed. The new ruler is Em- 
press Zauditu, a daughter of Menelik, 

The account of happenings in 
Abyssinia has just reached London 
from Europeans living in the capital, 
Adis Abeba. One letter says: 

“Lidj. Jeassu, the young emperor 
who succteded _ his grandfather, 
Meneik, had gradually come under 
‘Lurkish influence and had in many 
ways offended the Christian popula- 
tion, The legations of the Entente 
powers in September sent a joint 
protest and this was followed a few 
days later, by a meeting of the min- 
istry which declared the emperor de- 
posed and enthroned in his place the 
Princess Zauditu, with Ras Taffari as 
regent and help to the throne. 

“Things were quiet for a few weeks 
while the deposed emperor's _ parti- 
sans were gathering. Then suddenly 
Mikael, ruler of Wollo and the most 
powerful chief in the country, de- 
clared himself in favor of the depos- 
ed emperor and marched against Adis 
Abeda. ‘The first battle was fought 
some distance outside the capital, 
where the government army of five 
thousand men, under Ras Sul-Seged, 
was virtually angphilated and Seged 
killed. 

“There was a good deal of excite 
ment in the capital, and the legations 
prepared for attack, but the enemy 
was slow in appearing and the new 
empress had time to mobilize a 
strong force which, under the person- 
al command of the war minister, met 
the enemy on October 27, The bat- 
tle lasted all day, and resulted in the 
enemy’s complete rout. The enipress’s 
side had ten thousand killed out of 
sixty thousand engaged, while the 
eremy is said to have lost. fifteen 
thousand killed. 

“The manner of fighting 
Primitive. At first they fired with 
rifles, but, becoming tired of this, 
they threw these weapons aside and 
dashed at one another with scimitars 
and spears, 

“There was great rejoicing in Adis 
Abeba over the outcome of the bat- 
tle, and on the return of the victor- 
ious army a grand review was held 
by the empress in person. 

“Each chief rode at the head cf his 
men, and, as he approached the ein- 
press, he dismounted, ‘drew his. sword 
and danced about her, sliouting the 
deeds he had done. This was kept 
up until the chief became exhausted 
when he  prostrated. himself and 
withdrew.”

Crown Prince Quits 
Writing a 

The German Crown’ Prince has 
been invalided to Potsdam, according 
to the latest report from a neutral 
source, and is there employing his 
enforced leisure in composing a book 
on the war. 

It appears that this is the Prince's 
third, venture into authorship. The 
first was his “Hunting Diary” © of 
1912, in which he gave his exper- 
icnces at shooting parties in Scot- 
land, ‘Germany, Austria, Italy, India 
and Ceylon. The second was his eg- 
regious “Germany .in Arms,” — of 
1913, in which, although the Kaiser 
personally read jhe proofs, he com- 
mitted an indiscretion on almost 
every page. 

In this book, the future Doaster of 
the fall of Verdun, posed as the 
Apostle of the Sword, and his motto 
was: “The world does not rest more 
safely on the shoulders of Atlas than 
does Germany on her army and 
navy.” It was a most dangerous 
book, for the whole tone of it was 
that Germany could satisfy her as- 
pirations only by force of arms, 

He repeatedly laid stress on the 
power and influence of the sword, 
and he declared that “though the 
whole world be full of devils, though 
all other nations rise in arms against 
us, we shall triumph over them.” 
One of the problems of his book will 
be to explain “My Failure at Ver- 
dun.”

Census Office Issues Interesting Re- 
port on Farm Values 


Statistics provided by the census 
office at Ottawa place the average 
value of farm lands held for agricul- 
tural purposes throughout the Do- 
minion, and including the value of 
buildings, at $41 per acre, as com- 
pared with last year, 

British Columbia lands are valued 
highest at $118; land in Ontario and 
uebec, $52; Saskatchewan, $23, and 
Alberta, $22; Manitoba, $32.

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' Opening in Alberta 
For Pulp Industry | 


Market of Western States Presents 
Great Opportunity Says 
Edmonton Expert 


“In Alberta the conditions are ex« 
ccedingly favorable for the establish- 
ment of pulp mills,” says A, J. Can- 
tin, electrical engineer of Edmonton, 
in an afticle published in The Paper 
Trade Journal of New York. “The 
home trade is quite extensive and the 
neighboring provinces offer a good 
market, as we could compete favor- 
ably with eastern and British Colum- 
bia manufacturers, The freight rates 
are in our favor. Then, again, we 
have a market in the northwestern 
States which should prove worth 
while, as there are no pulp mills in 
Montana, Idaho, Wyoming, North 
Dakota, South Dakota and Nebraska, 
The total capacity of pulp mills is not 
over 150,000 tons per year west of 
the Mississippi river. 

“We have the raw material in un- 
limited quantities. Our rivers — offer 
sources of cheap power “unequalled 
anywhere west of Winnipeg. The 
labor should-_offer no unusual prob- 
lem, as there are a large number of 
immigrants coming to this western 
country, who are from city and indus. ° 
trial centres who have no idea of 
farming, and who are looking for 
work of some kind. From this class 
of immigrants the pulp mills should 
draw their supply of laborers. 

“Labor should be plentiful in this 
province, if we look at the population 
increase since 1901, At that date 
what is now Alberta had a population 
of 63,000, in 1911 the population had 
increased to over 360,000, and in the 
census taken in July, 1916, it is esti- 
mated that the population is over 
550,000. In 1912 and 1913 it was 
estimated that over fifty per cent. of 
the population were living in - citics 
and towns. ‘This percentage is alto- 
gether too high for an agricultural 
province, and labor problems should 
be a minimum quanity in Alberta, 

“Alberta has an area of 225,285 
square miles, nearly equal to “the 
state of Texas. About 2 per cent. is 
occupied by lakes and rivers, of the 
balance about 30 per cent. is in prai- 
rie, and the remainder in park-like. 
country and heavy timber. Il: has 
been estimated that there is ove 
1,000,000,000 cords of pulpwood in the 
province; of this approximately 20 
per cent. is in poplar, 15 per cent, in 
tamarack and jackpine, and the bal- 
ance in spruce of fair size. 5 

“This is enough to insure a plenti- 
ful supply for years to come, no mat- 
ter how many mills are put in opera- 
tion in the near future. All this 
pulp is within easy access of _ rail- 
Yoads. We have three transcontinen- 
tal railways, which offer good ship- 
jing facilities to any part of Canada, 
the United States, Asia and Europe. 

“The power available in Alberta is 
that our rivers, if harnessed to  me- 
chanical wood pulp mills alone, would 
furnish enough power to manufacture 
paper for the whole of western Can- 
ada and that part of the United Stat- 
es lying west of the Missippi river. 

“According to Mr. Pinchot, former 
Chief of United States Forestry, he 
estimated in 1913 that at the present 
rate of. cutting the stand of spruce in 
the State of Maine would be exhaust- 
ed in less than thirty years. New 
Hampshire twenty-five’ years, New 
York less than ten years, Wisconsin 
lias no reserve and manufactures 
nearly 300,000 tons a year. 

“There is another factor that will 
cause our neighbor, the United States 
to seck new sources of supply, espe- 
cially those States west of the Mis- 
sissippi river, and: will force manu- 
facturers to come and locate their 
mills in the province of Alberta, 

“While spruce is the predominating 
wood in Alberta, there is a large 
cuantity of poplar in central Alberta. 
This poplar should prove quite an 
attraction to those contemplating the 
manufacture of the better quality of 
print paper, such as used in books 
and magazines.”

stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicaht must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency or 
Sub-Agency for the district. roe by 
phar may be made at any Dominion 
ands Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain condi N 


Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his hom on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except where residence is performed in 
the vicinity. 


In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 


Duties.—Six months residence in cach 
of three years after earning homestead 
nt; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 
-emption patent may be obtained us 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted his home 
stead right may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $3.00 
per acre. Duties.—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acres and erect a house worth 
$300.00. 

The area of cultivation is subject to re- 
duction in case of rough, stony or scrubby 
land. Live stock may be substituted for 
cultivation under certain conditions.
